was found to be due to the formation 
of sulphide of lead. The discoloration 
was darker in places where the per­ 
spiration had accumulated and dried. 
Careful analysis of the sweat-band 
showed it to contain no less than 
0.8585 grains of lead per inch, 37.548 
grains for the whole band. The com­ 
pound used w as apparently white lead, 
of which the quantities of lead named 
indicates 1.008 grains per square inch, 
or 46.902 grains for the entire band. 
Dr. Geisier gives the disconcerting 
assurance th at white lead and litharge

7’he higher official 
grades, which were a t onetime opened 
to the blind, were eagerly sought after. 
Those who held them were provided 
with special m arks of their office, and 
during civil wars blind musicians were 
frequently employed as spies. The 
a rt of shampooing as practiced by 
the Japanese blind takes nine years 
to learn. 7'he pupil for the first three 
years practices on his master; then he 
spends three years acquiring the art 
of acupuncture, and for the remaining 
three years he is on probation, his 
m aster rec lev ing half his earnings. 
Blind 
men 
sometimes 
distinguish 
themselves outside their regular occu­ 
pations. One was a famous “go” 
player; and it is recorded th at, having 
beaten a prince a t the game, his anta­ 
gonist, in a fit of jealous anger, killed 
him, and was himself executed for the 
crime. Another was a famous author, 
and complied a valuable repertory of 
information 
in 035 volumes. The 
blind also practiced usury, and ac­ 
quired much unpopularity from the 
harsh way in which they treated their 
debtors.

The difference between “hard” and 
“soft” water, says the Brooklyn E ig- 
le, is th a t the former contains in 
greater or less degree earthly salts, 
while the latter is nearly free from 
them and in a greater 
state 
of 
purity. 
The earth most frequently 
occurring iii natural water is lima. 
The quantity of earthy salts varies 
considerably in different instances. It 
is observed th a t when they exist in 
the proportion of five grains to a pint 
such water will be hard and unfit for 
washing aud many other household 
uses and manufactures. 7'he solvent 
p ro p erties^ water are the true causes 
why we never obtain this universal 
and im portant fluid in a state of ab­ 
solute purity. It constantly partici­ 
pates iii the properties of the mani­ 
fold sources whence it is derived, or 
through which we obtain it. When­ 
ever it isin contact with the soil it in­ 
variably dissolves the soluble consti­ 
tuents, and hence it follows th at water 
springing from rocks which are only 
slightly soluble, as sandstone and gran­ 
ite is very pure and is called soft water, 
while th at which is derived from cal­ 
careous formations is termed hard 
water, and contains lime, which pro­ 
duces an incrustation on the sides 
and bottom of tho vessel wherein it is 
boiled. Pure water is known only to 
the chemist, for all the ordinary kinds 
of water contain either gaseous, saline 
or .organic m atters. 
For chemical 
purposes water is obtained by distill­ 
ation.

A new method of boiling eggs with­ 
out either fire or hot water has been 
invented by a Frenchman.

the recipe, put your egg or eggs with a 
small piece of quick lime.

Never robust, lie was, nevertheless, 
wiry in his earlier life, and since he 
reached 80 his hygienic vigilance is in­ 
creasing. The room s that he daily 
occupies are equiped with barometers, 
thermometers, aerometers and other 
instruments, the observation ol which 
may prevent hisincurring the slightest 
risk of taking cold. 
If.- knows that 
pneumonia is the m ost formidable 
foe of old age, and lie is determined 
to keep it at a distance if pos­ 
sible. 
He never gets up during winter 
until he knows the temperature, or 
takes his hath without having the 
water accurately tested. 
He lives 
by rule, and the rule is inflexible. His 
time is scrupulously divided—so much 
ailoted to reading, so much to writ­ 
ing, so much to exercise, so much to 
recreation. 
His meals are studies of 
prudence and digestion. 
O ne might think that it would be a 
serious infliction to keep op existence 
by such precise, unvarying methods.

Among the many brilliant figures 
whose gallantry and daring won only 
ocal celebrity in North Carolina dur­ 
ing the war none was more conspicu­ 
ous than O’Neil, the scout. Accom­ 
plished and daring, yet he was wholly 
unknown beyond the limit of his field 
of action. 
He was a handsome man, 
tall, muscular and graceful, a fine 
swordsman, a capital shot and one of 
the best riders th a t ever pu„ foot in a 
stirrup, says a writer in the New York 
Recorder. 
He never ’orgot a road or the lay 
of the land, and he always remember­ 
ed a face or a voice. For the rest he 
was cool, quickwitted, quiet and ob­ 
servant. During the tim e th a t my 
command was in eastern North Caro­ 
lina I frequently served as a scout 
with O’Neil and not seldom accom­ 
panied him into the enemy’s lines, es­ 
pecially about the time th a t Gen. 
Hoke made his march against New 
Berne. 
In th a t town lived a pretty woman 
who was a great friend of O’Neil, and 
who was also very much admired by 
Gen. Terry, the com m andant of the 
Union forces stationed there.

, for patriotic reasons accepted 
the attentions of the general, ami be­ 
trayed his confidences unscrupulously 
to O’Neil. Whenever there was a ball 
given in the city O’Neil attended if 
possible. Superbly uniformed as a 
federal officer or plainly dressed as a 
citizen, 
he invariably monopolized 
M iss 
, to the great chagrin of Gen. 
Terry, who relished a bit of flirtation 
with a pretty woman as much as most 
men.

“ H a rd ” a n d 
“ S o ft” W ater. 
The difference between “h ard ” and 
“soft” water, says the Brooklyn Ivig- 
le, is th a t the former contains in 
greater or less degree earthly salts, 
while the latter is nearly free from 
them and in a greater 
state 
of 
purity. 
The earth m ost frequently 
occurring in natural water is lime. 
The quantity of earthy salts varies 
considerably in different instances. It 
is observed th a t when they exist in 
the proportion of five grains to a pint 
such water will be hard and unfit for 
washing and m any other household 
uses and manufactures. The solvent 
propertiesjof water are the true causes 
why we never obtain this universal 
and im portant fluid in a state of ab­ 
solute purity. It constantly partici­ 
pates in the properties of the m ani­ 
fold sources whence it is derived, or 
through which we obtain it. When­ 
ever it is in contact with the soil it in­ 
variably dissolves the soluble consti­ 
tuents, and hence it follows th a t water 
springing from rocks which are only 
slightly soluble, as sandstone and gran­ 
ite is very ptireandiscalledsoft water, 
while th a t which is derived from cal­ 
careous form ations is termed hard 
water, and contains lime, which pro­ 
duces an incrustation on the sides 
and bottom of the vessel wherein it is 
boiled. Pure w ater is known only to 
the chemist, for all theordinary kinds 
of water contain either gaseous, saline 
or organic m atters. 
For chemical 
purposes water is obtained by distill­ 
ation. 


Egars B o iled W ith o u t F ire. 
A new method of boiling eggs with­ 
out either fire or hot w’ater has been 
invented by a Frenchman. 
“In a 
little iron yessel of some kind,” reads 
the recipe, put your egg or eggs with a 
small piece of quick lime. 
By the 
means of a stout string lower this 
into a pit. Two minutes later pull it 
up and you will discover your eggs to 
be cooked to a turn.

H e a d a c h e an d O th er A c h e s L urking 
In O n e ’s H at. 
Dr. J. F. Geisler, of New York, somo 
time ago bought a h at which caused 
him more than the average am ount of 
discomfort;.. After a time the hat was 
accidently iexposed to an atm osphere 
containing 
sulphuretted 
hydrogen, 
and a discoloration of the sweat-band 
was noticed, which on exam ination 
was found to be due to the form ation 
of sulphide of lead. The discoloration 
was darker in places where the per­ 
spiration had accumulated and dried. 
Careful analysis of the sweat-band 
showed it to contain no less than 
0.8585 grains of lead per inch, 37.548 
grains for the whole band. The com­ 
pound used was apparently white lead, 
of which the quantities of lead named 
indicates 1.008 grains per square inch, 
or 40.002 grains for the entire band. 
I>r. Geisler gives the disconcerting 
assurance th at white lead and litharge 
are frequently used in connection with 
boiled oil to give leather a glossy fin­ 
ish. Some sweat-bands contain more 
of the compound than others, and al­ 
so in different combinations, rendering 
some more injurious than others.— 
Philadelphia Record

“ Who are your favorite poets?” he 
asked abruptly. 
I named them and without further 
comment, quoted my favorite poem, 
one of Mrs. Browning’s. When I had 
finished, my companion resumed his 
post by the window, and did not deign 1 
to notice me again. 
I was much discomfited. H ad I 
given offence? Before reaching our 
destination I ventured to say: 
“I suspect, sir, th a t you do not like 
Mrs. Browning’s poetry.”
